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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: reference to US 
Application Number 09/558,312 on line 5 of paragraph [0002] seems to be incorrect, since the 
referred application is drawn to a printing composition. Should it be 09/588,312? 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference character "34" has been used to designate both a support in line 4 of paragraph [0046] 
and drive chain on line 7 of the same paragraph. A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference characters "72" and "74" have both been used to designate the nozzles, see line 4 of 
[0061] and line 2 of [0062]. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show element 
"2" in figure 8 A as mentioned on line 4 of [0048]; also [20] is not shown as described on line 4 
of [0048]; no servo drive "38" has been shown on figure 8B as mentioned on line 2 of [0049] 
and line 4 of [0050] as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 
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608.02(d). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The claims include limitations of different diameters plasma energy coils; however, 
there is nothing in the specification that teaches about those coils and much less their diameters. 
The specification teaches that the plasma torch(es) have different diameter, but nowhere was 
found a description of the different coils diameters. The only reference to coil(s) is in application 
no. 08/994,974 now US Patent no. 6,253,580 that teaches the use of induction coils "52" and 
u 54." However, nothing about the different diameters is taught in that reference, nor it can be 
used as limitations of the present claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure in the art of "Making optical fiber performs using plasma torches."
